EM SAYS MAYOR DUNNE: TOGET CONTROL OF CHICAGO'S STREET-. 


CAR SYSTEM AND TURN PRIVATE MONOPOLY OF SII7,000,000 INTO PEOPLE'S ASSET 


Principle Won in Chicago, 
Judge Firmly Believes, 
‘Will Prevail in Every 
Large City of the Union, 
and Says Three-Cent Fare 
May Be Furnished—Peace- 
maker Between Capital 
apd Labor.

CHICAGO, April 15.—‘‘Now that the fight 
for municipal ownership has been won, 
how will you proceed to get control of 
Chicago's great street car system?’ 

Blected on a platform committed to the 
immediate carrying out of ‘this idea—an 
idea, by the way, which contemplates 
turning a private monopoly of $117,000,000 
capital into an asset of the people—Judge 
Bdward F. Dunne, new mayor of Chica- 
go. pondered the question a moment and 
then calmly and with characteristic sim- 
Plicity answered: 

“Chicago wiil co about this matter just 
as would an individual seeking to recover 
his own property, which, for some reason 
or other. has temporarily gotten beyond 
his possession. 

“But there is this difference: The mu- 
nicipality, the state and the government 
of the nation itself can go further than 
the private claimant. 

“At the 1903 session of the Illinois Gen- 
@ral ‘Assembly, the people succeeded, in 
spite of open opposition and. secret tn- 
trigue, in spite of the plotting of boodlers 

a the scheming of traction interests, in 

ving a bill passed, under the terms of 
which, for the first) time in the history 
of this ‘state, municipalities were em- 
powered to own and operate street cars. 
This bill is popularly known as the Muel- 
Jer wil. 

“This bill having been approved by the 
voters of Chicago, it enables the city to 
acquire street car systems by the institu- 
tion of condemnation proceedings. 

“In other words, it empowers the city 
which desires to own and operate public 
ulflities to condemn the property and fran- 
chises of public utilities and under the 
right of ‘eminent domain’ haul them into 
court and compe! them to stfrender their 

rty at its true cash value. 
buen ie the plan by which Chicago can- 
not fail to come into possession not only of 
hor atreet railway lines, but eventually of 
all telephone, electric light and gas compa- 
nies and othér utilities of a semi-public na- 


ture. 
Problem Is Simple. 


“The problem,’ continued Judge Dunne, 
wheeling in his chair antl stopping to sign 
a fresh batch of letters, acknowledging 
congratulatory messages, of which he has 
received thoveands from al! parts of the 
‘United States and many from the other 
side of the ocean on his victory of April 
4, “ia simplicity itself. 

“The details, of course, are intricate and 
necessarily will require some time to be 
worked to perfection. 

“But success ise bound to be realized. 
There never was a contest waged by an 
earnest people that the people did not 
win.”

“You will take your first step when?’ 

“That has already been done,”’ respond- 
od the mayor, “Engineers are now at work 
‘4vawing up plans for a complete municipal 
etreet-car system. When these are com- 
pleted we will advertise for bids on con- 
struction and road equipment. 

“Most of the present companies are de- 
pending on an old legislative grant. known 
os the M-year act, passed by the Légisia- 
ture In 1866, to sustain the right of their 
eontention to do business at the old stand. 
The eity challenges thie claim. The Fea- 
eral court where receivership proceedings 
‘are pending has decided this act is consti- 
tutional, but has #o far held that it applies 
only to a small part of the Union Trac- 
tion Co. 

“Until the courta fully and permanently 
dispose of that question, we will not at- 
yempt to say that the franchises affected 
have expired. 

“What we will do is this,’ and the mayor

“When our expert@# have figured out the 
total cost of. the enterprise, and we think 
we will be able to show that -street-car 
building is comparatively cheap,’ said the 
mayor, “we will submit our plans and 
specifications to the people at the election 
next November. 

“U'nder the law they will require for rati- 
fication a threegfifths vote. but there will 
be no trouble about this. The people have 
flrendy decided by an overwhelming vote 
what they want and they will not be pa- 
tlent untli they own their own public util- 
ties.”

Says Strikes Are Legal. 


“l can’t do that. Strikes are legal. 
can stop work whenever they want." 

“But these men are unjust in their; de- 
mands,’ sald the representative of Mar- 
shal, Field & Co.” 

“And so the union men say of you, 
tlemen,” persisted Judge Dunne. 

‘Peace and good order will be preserved, 
but that is as far as | can legally go. 

“If one of you lived next door to a 
neighbor who was continually quarreling 
with his wife and that quarrel extended 
to your own premises and threatened to 
embroil the neighborhood, wouldn't you 
try to have it stopped? 

“The situation so far as 
Ward & ©o. is concerned, 
allei.’’ 

Throughout the interview the best of 
good feeling prevailed and the Dunne wit 
put the employers in fine humor. When 
finally they left it was with the assurance 
they would do all they could to induce the 
firm mostiv affected by the strike to con- 
gent to arbitration.

_n discussing the future of municipal own- 
ership, Mayor Dunne declared that sooner 
or later it would prevail in « ery large city 
of the union.

“What is true of Chicago,’ said .e, “is 
true of all other cities. The principal street- 
car companies in Chicago are capitaized 
and bonded for $117,000,000. The value of 
their tangible property is muc.. less than 
$27,000,000. They occupy nearly 800 miles o, 
city streets, covering an area of 68 square 
miles. Until recently they have been paying 
dividends on their total bonds and capjtali- 
zation, 

“From this it is apparent they have 
forced the citizens of Chicago to pay them 
5 per cent dividends on $90,000,000 of stock, 
which has no tangthle property behind ' 
it. and which has not been invested in| 
the railroads, but which ts the value p'aced 
by these companies upon the charters giv- 
en to them »y the very people out of whom 
squeezing their extortionate 


they are 


insoree. 
‘A consideration of this state of facts 


must convince the most skeptical person 
that private companies that are furnishing 
water, gas, electric light and street rail- 
way transportation, both In this country 
and Europe, are charging exorbitant pr'ces 
for these commodities and much more than 
ww charged for them by publicly-owned 
companies. 

“This cannot be the result of misman- 
agement by private companies and efficient 
management by public companies, for it 
has alwart been claimed, and I think it 
will be conceded even by advocates of 
public ownership, that the wages pald by 
publicly owned companies are alWays 
higher than those paid by private com. 
penies, and that the publicly owned com- 
panies are not managed’ with the same 
stringent economy that fs characteristic of 
private ownership, where every attention is 
paid, even to the minutest detail in -or- 
der to decrease the cost cf production. 


Charge Is Pure Extortion. 
Private companies in their anxiety to 
aswell the dividends of their stockholders 
and to provide for further issues of “‘wa- 
tered” stock charge the public more than 
is reasonably neeessary for the pecuniary 
suceess of these enterprises, and what they 

charge {s extortion pure and simple.

ness; that which actuates the public com- 
panies is unselfishness."’ 

“How will the proposed municipal enter- 
prise be financed by Chicago?” I asked 
Judge Dunne. 

‘That will be very easily done and with- 
out costing the cilizens a single dollar. We 
will be able to get all the money we need 
and our security will consist of tangible 
property—that is the property of the street 
railroad itself. 

“Linder the terms of the Muclier bill the 
city of Chicago can issue certificates, pay- 
Fable only out of the prospective receipts 
,of the street car companies and the prop- 
erty acquired, which will bear interest at 
the rate of 5 or 6 per cent a year. 

“It is true Chicago is now indebted to 
its constitutional limit and there are no 
funds available in the public treasury. But 
there is no force in the contention that 
this would prevent our putting into éffect 
municipal ownership on a practiéal, safe, 
/corservative basis. 


| “By agreeing to turn over to contractors 
or lending companies the prospective in- 
come from a street-car system to be 
| erected, until the contract price for the 
| construction of it is paid, with 6 per cent 
| interest thereon, we can readily negotiate 
| _loans. In fact, I have no hesitation in say- 
ing that !f the present street-car companies 
) were offered satisfactory price they would 
| wilingly accepi street-car fares at pres- 
emt rates as security for the purchase 
| price. They may deny it now, but mark 
my prediction, they will offer to do so be- 
forte the street-car problem is settled in this 
city. 

“Why do I make this assertion with such 
confidence ? 

“First, because such a pledge of pros- 
pective receipts would be essentially the 
same, or better security than has enabled 
them In the past to bond and stock their 
companies on the stock exchanges for four 
times the!r intrinsic value. 

“Second, the afferent traction comnanies 
in this city in negotiating their stocks and 
bonds, have given no outside securities. 


“The names of these companies and these 
alone are sined to their stocks and bonds. 
Hence only the property of these com- 
panies is Mable for the payment of these 
obligations. What does the property con- 
sist of? Their tangible property worth 
only one-fourth of the aggregate of these 
abilities and their franchises which at no 
time extend beyond § years.

UP ON CIGARETTES IN 
FEAR OF THE NEW LAW 


ov 
Stocking Up on “Coffin Tacks.” 


After April 18, They Will Be Un- 
der the Ban in Hoosier 
State. 


INDIANOPOLIS, Ind., April 15. 
T IS probable that there is a smaller 
] stock of cigarettes and cigarette pa- 

pers on the Indianapolis market now 
than there has been at any time in the 
last ten years. 

Dealers are preparing to sell out their 
entire stock by April 18, when it is ex- 
pected the governor will issue his procla- 
mation declaring in effect the recent laws 
passed by the General Assembly. 

An interview with the various cigar deal- 
ers of the city has shown that the sales 
of the last few weeks have been exceeding- 
ly large, many of the smokers buying the 
cigarettes in quantities large enough to 
Supply thelr wants for many weeks to 
come. 

A number of smaller dealers throughout 
the city have already disposed of their en- 
tire stocks and will not renew them for 
the brief period that they are permitted to 
sell. Other dealers who had resolved on a 
similar course have recently purchased 
their usual supply, on condition that the 
jobbers take their surplus supply off their 
hands at the time the law takes effect. 

The general impression seems to be 
afloat that the law will be secretly, if not 
openly, violated in some sections, but it 
is probable that their suspicion is unfound- 
ed. Dealers through the state are 
buying enormous quantities of little 
cigars. These are nothing more nor 
less than cigarettes made from the same 
tobacco as those that have been used in 
tho state for years, with the exception 
that they are covered with a light tobacco 
wrapper. The filler is identically the same 
and, it is asserted, the “dope’’ plays just 
as prominent a part in these cigarettes as 
in the ordinary ‘‘coffin nails.’’ 

The cigar dealers aver that the cigarette 
user can get just as much satisfaction 
from this form. of cigarette as the ones 
rolled In rice paper, and they predict that 
they will be just as popular as the cigar- 
ette that is soon to make its farewell bow 
to the Indiana public. The penalty for sell- 
ing cigarettes is so heavy that dealers can 
hardly afford to take chances when such 
an excellent substitute can be so easily 
provided.

That prices on Wall street heave risen 
to a dangerously high level the rank and 
file. <8 well as the shrewd market onera- 
tors, gencrally admit, and although con- 
ditions generally are bordering no doubt 
on a period of record-breaking prosperity.

been rought about largely by pool ma- 
nipulation, matched order buying, and pyr- 
amiding of aceounts has placed the mar- 
ket gradually in weak technical posi- 
tion, where. should the unforeseen hap- 
pen, os it invariably does on Wall street.

west, reports of dry winds in Kansas and 
Nebraska Thursday, the absence of rain 
noted early in the week for a large part 


of the winter wheat belt and reports of 
rust in Texas served to bull the market 
more than the favorable governme.at crop 
report, announced Monday, and the dis- 
tinctly bearish reports of the various 
weckly publications could pull it down. 
There was a slight break 
Tuesday morning folowing the publication 
of the report, but half an hour after the 
opening, the bears lost the advantage held 
onday. 

There is, however, another opinion pret- 
ty generaliy held, as to ali quotations ex- 
cept those on the May delivery options. 

Itts that the government report haa peen 
amply discounted, as was shown by tne 
market range. The condiuon of the crop 
was placed at 91.6. Snow's estimate, given 
out during Monday's trading time, was ). 
Equally close estimates had neen_ announced 
previously and the trade publichtions had 
all been serving bearish estimates. 


Figures in Report. 


This povernenent trop report places the 
Missouri crop at 91, against 81 last year. ll- 
lincis is given at 9%, only 7 points better 
than last year. Oklahoma loses several! 
points on last year’s figure, her crop being 
estimated at 87, while 9% was the figure for 
1904 and 100 for 193. Nebraska gets % on 
this year’s\trop. Caiifornia draws the prize, 
100. 
The fact that improvement in a wheat 
crop after April is a very rare exception is 
ancther factor in lessening the effect of the 
bearish reports. Edward G. Heeman in 
viewing the prospect, regards the prices as 
legitimte in the fact of the bumper crop 
expected. He says September wheat at 8 
cents should prove a good investment. 


Gash Wheat Market. 


Cash wheat is not a strong feature of the 
St. Louls market. Chicago is too strong. 
When No. 2 red was quoted at $1.09 as a 
top price in St. Louis, Chicago was quoting 
it at $1.19. The May wheat option in the 
laké city reached a mark of $1.17% the same 
day and in St. Loults made and held $1.01". 
Kansas City, with the May option reaching 
9344c, was quoting No. 2 red at $1.06 cash. 

According to millers, the local cash 
wheat buyers, they have no use for wheat 
at these prices except for a hand-to-mouth 
grinding. The flour trade is very dull, 
they suy. The bakers and fiour dealers 
evident!y expect a lower price and are only 
buying when forced to. For this reason, 
although the local market has been prac- 
tically without top grade wheat, there has 
been little complaint. The Chicago figures 
are the magnet for shippers of contract 
grade wheat in all territory. 

The Chicago bears say they expect to 
have 10,000,000 bushels wheat ready for de- 
livery to the Gates ol May 31, or clos- 
in time on the May option, while the 
bills say not more than 5,000,000 bushels of 
wheat is the actual possibility. 


Gates Getting Interested. 


The Gates deal is the only picturesque 
feature of the present market -and it is all 
held in Chicago. John W. Gates, who in- 
terested the capitalists in the deal, is there 
in person. The iliness of his father in St. 
Charles, lll., brought Mr. Gates west and, 
it is said, he will remain in Chicago to 
have the active management of the deal. 
If the bears turn into him the enormous 
amount of actual wheat they have prom- 
ised it will require the attention of a 
master hand at the helm. ¢ 

Gates has recently unloaded a long line 

of stocks at a profit of something over 
$2 000,000 and announces he is ready for the 
fray, even if it is a squeeze before the fin- 
ish. 
While the Gates clique have been operat- 
ing on the Chicago May options for their 
steady purpose, the other profess.onals 
there have been buying and selling Sep- 
tember and July options alternately. 


Shorts Turn Bulls. 


In St. Louis, the shorts on the two early 
options have been running io cover, send- 
ing the market up steadily. The May op- 
tlon has been very nervous and ©. Hi. 
Spencer and Thomas Akin, who represent 
the long or bought end, refuse to trade 
in settlements. his leaves the deal open 
until delivery time.

One interesting result of the high cash 
price for wheat, is the spring threshing 
season in Oregon. The winter of 198 and 
1904. fodder for feeding gave out in that 
country and farmers were compelied to 
buy at ruinous prices. The fall of 194 
they stored great amounts of wheat away 
for protection. The alfafa crop held on 
nigely and now they are threshing this 
atored grain and selling it for 80 cents and 
better, the bushel. ,

Found Guilty of Passing 
Fraudulent Checks.

CHICAGO, April 15.—A hero of the Boer 
war, a close and personal friend of the 
family of the late President Paul Kruger 
and related to the most prominent and 
wealthiest families of the South African 
republic, Gen. W. J. de Jough, stood, a de- 
jected and hopeless prisoner, before Judge 
Barnes in the Criminal Court today. 

Every cffort had been made by the de- 
fendant to conceal his identity, but after, 
the evidence had been heard Assistant 
State’s Attorney Robert Holt surprised the 
accused as well as the court by declaring 
that the prisoner at the bar was not Henry 
Marshall, friendless and homeless, but that 
in reality he was Gen. W..J. de Jough of 
the Boer army, and a distinguished man 
previous. to and during the, British-Boer 
war. 

It was de Jough who, realizing the hope- 
lessness of the Boer cause, brought about 
the surrender of his side of the conflict, 
and for his services was honored by the 
British government. | 

Assistant State’s Attorney Holt told the 
court of his heroic past, his family con- 
nections, and the station in life which the 
defendant at one time occupied 

The accused was not disposed to admit 
his identity, but amid the dramatic scene 
which was being enacted he finally broke 
down, and with tears confessed that what 
Mr. Holt said was true. He confessed that 
he had given a fictitious name in order to 
gave his friends and relatives from dis- 
grace. He also confessed that he was 
guilty of having passed a number of worth- 
legs checks and then threw himself on the 
mercy of the court. 

Judge Barnes was greatly interested in 
the defendant and listened attentively as 
the accused told a remarkable and dra- 
matic stcry of his past. The prisoner is 
now broken down in health, but there still 
—_ ~ marked traces of a once excellent 
physique. 

For several months De Jough drifted 
about Chicago spending money in a lav- 
ish manner. 

“I got so that I hated the sight of 
money,’ said the prisoner, sorrowfuliy to 
Mr. hitman. “Ag soon as I receiv my 
remittances I get rid of it, and 
I succeeded. I did everything from buy- 
ing out an entire saloon for a day or even 
uwo days to scattering it among the school 
children. I even threw money into the 
street in order to get rid of it.

There is 
no anti-German feeling. but there is a 
strong idea that Germany has stolen a 
march on France,.and that French diplo- 
macy has been outwitted. 

indeed, in some quarters there is a dis- 
positon to criticize M. Delcasse. For some 
Onexplained reason, it is considered that 
the French foreign office has committed 
@n error ot judgment in not securing 
Germany's acquiescence to the agreements 
between France, England and Spain. 

Certain French political leaders are of 
opinion apparently that M. Deltasse ought 
to have guarded against the possibility of 
such an event as the German Emperor's 
visit to Tangier, though it is extremeiy 
Gifficult for any diplomat to foresee what 
the Kaiser will do, as he is accustumed to 
eptiftiging surpriscs.

MADRID, Aprit lo.~—The ramine in An- 
dalusia is growing more serious, and 
thousands of persons are demanding bread. 

There is a hot sun, and there has been 
no rainfall since the winter's frosts, and 
the crops are destroyed. 

At Antequera the authorities attempted 
to relleve distress by distributing bread 
in vans, but the famished population raided 
the vans and seized the contents before 
distribution could take place. Hundreds of 
persons had to go without food. 

Riots hav® occurred at Coin from the 
same cause ahd there is a state of anarchy 
at Campilios, where the people are break- 
ing into tne provision ®ores and stealing 
corn, meal and victuals. , 

There is como'ete misery at Trebujena, 
the people being in a state of absolute 
starvation. At Jerez the inhabitants have 
revolted against the authorities, and there 
have been serious confilcts owing to the 
insufficiency of the relief measures. 

At Cordova four hundred men marched 
in a bedy to the residence of the mayor, 
and demanded work, 

When told by that official that he bad no 
employment to give them, they called upon 
him to distribute his money and personal 
belongirgs among them, declaring that they 
were tired of starvation. 

A -strong company of Civil Guards was 
hurried 'to the spot té prevent disorders, 
but the conditions in the town continue 
‘very threatening. 

At many other places there is similar 
distress. Religious processions are parad- 
ing the streefc imploring for rain. The 
public bodies are totally uriable to meet 
the §.osition of affairs. ) 

The government is establishing muni- 
cipal bakeries in Madrid in order to bring 
down the present high price of bread, and 
to facilitate the distribution of relief in

SHOULD HASTEN 


Prominent Diplomat Shows How 
Futile the Prolongation of the 
War Would Be to Russia After 
Crushing Defeats. 


HER PRESTIGE IN THE 
EAST ALREADY LOST 


Musocovite’s Condition Far More 
Desperate Than England’s Ever 
Was in Boer War,'Being Hope- 
less Because of Loss of Sea.

LONDON, April 1.—A prominent diplo- 
mat, who, for obvious reasons, refuses to 
allow his name to be used, summarizes the 
developments of the Russo-Japanese war 
as follows: 
“That. the Russians will lose Manchuria 
and Corea, and that these two countries 
will more or less directly belong hence- 
forward to Japan, seems by this time a 
feasonable certainty. Neither of them is 
Russian territory, and Russia might well 
accept the loigc of facts, without her em- 
pire being diminished in sige. 
“If she continues the war, she will be 
even more foolish than our own govern- 
ment, which at least had the sense, after 
spending above $3,000,000 in a mad attempt 
to annex Somaliland, to determine not to 
throw good money after bad, but to leave 
the Mullah—a patriot whom they dubbed 
mad—to exercise sway over. the deserts 
where, to use Mr. Gladstone's éxpression, 
‘free. men were rightly struggling to be 
free." 
“So far as prestige is concerned, Russia 
has already lost it. She may put off the 
admission for a time, but it must come It 
is doubtful whether she can send another 
army to the Far East; and if she could, 
and did, there is little probability of ulti- 
mate military success. The fertile plains 
of Manchuria have passed from her hands; 
all food supplies will have to be forward- 
ed by the Siberian railway, as well as war 
material and soldiers. This is, she must 
well know, practically an impossibility.

has doveloped slowly since. 

At one of the early meetings of the 
commission Admiral Walker stated to his 
colleagues that “If most letters are laid 
aside for 30 days, they will not need an- 
swering.”’

Under such guidance naturally but little 
progress was made. Walker refused to 
make labor contracts or to permit the 
advancément of the wok.

Also it was decided not 
to interfere with the existing contract 
which gave a monopoly of the Pacfac 
freight business (to the north) to the Pa- 
cific mail line. It was also decided to 
keep up the rates on the Panama railroad. 
SO that it would yield immense dividends. 

These high rates and this grant of a mon- 
opoly to the Pacific mall line was suffi- 
client to keep up the rate _.rom New York to 
San Francisco on slow freight. In this man- 
ner the transcontinental lines avoided new 
competition, The attorneys who had rep- 
resented the French capitalists in the Pan- 
ama deal became interested in the Panama 
railroad, even,though tney represented only 
a few shares. Others’ professionally close 
to them, represented in Washington the Pa- 
cific mail line. which is controlled iv the 
transcontinental railway lines. t 

As long as the old commission Was in 
charge, thers influences controlled. This 
continued until the close of the Gongress 
Even then the railroad interests felt th 
they could retain their grip. They were 
amazed when informed that the President 
would ignore powerful congressional influ- 
ence and make an entirely new commission. 

Then there was a quick shift on the part 
of the railroad interests. Their attorneys, 
who were first to realize that Secretary 
Taft would be placed tn charge. immediate- 
ly became interested in the forming of a 
new commission. They were elated when 
T. P. Shonts, president of the Clover Leaf. 
was made chairman of the commission” He 
is a railroad man to the bone. He has 
grown up in business under the tutelage of 
the powerful transportation interests, who 
were fighting the canal and a reduction of 
isthmian rates. 


While they had no expectation of control- 
ling him, they felt that he would not wholly 
shake off his old influences and, when the 
hubbub subsided the policy would not be 

ve. For the time there were other 
reasons which made them feel that they 
had not lost their grip. They certainly felt 
that they could retain the Pacific coast 
monopoly and that they could prevent a 
serious reduction in rates on the Panama 
Railroad. —

Ranchhan Miller Departs for 
Montdna, Where He Will Get 
Herd of Bison to Furnish Holi- 
day for Thousands of Spectators 


GUTHRIE, ©. T., April 15.—The Miller 
brothers at the “101"" ranch today arranged 
the program for the big buffalo hunt 
which is to be given at Bliss June 11 dur- 
ing the visit of the National Editors’ As- 
sociation to Oklahoma. George Miller has 
gone to Missoula, Mont., where he will 
purchase a herd of 2 or 30 buffaloes, many 
of which will be killed at the big drive 
and the venison served to the spectators. 

There are at present but four herds of 
buffaloes. left in the United States of the 
millions that roamed the prairies 50 years 
ago. One is a herd of 70 on the Goodnight 
ranch in Texas, another a herd of 10 owned 
by “Pawnee Bill’ at Pawnee, O. T., and 
a herd of 2 in Yellowstone Park, of which 
“Buffalo Jones’ is custodian. Many of 
these animals are mixed breeds and it is 
believed the finest herd of buffaloes is 
that owned by Jim Canough in Montana. 
Very little has been generally known about 
this herd. 

The Miller brothers. who have been keep- 
ing a sharp eve for buffaloes, did not hear 
of this herd until this spring. The buffa- 
loes have been kept back in a canyon, to 
which there is but one outlet, by the half- 
breed, Canough, for many years. He lives 
there alone with his buffaloes in an out- 
of-the-way canyon. Few persons have 
ever seen them, but the Miller brothers 
have a good description of the herd from 
a man who happened to chance through 
Montana. 

There are 3) or 60 In the Montana herd 
and it is said to be the finest in existence. 
There is as much difference between the 
northern biffalo and the southern as be- 
tween northern and southern cattle. The 
northern buffaloes are black, large bones, 
huge and shaggy, while the southern ani- 
mal is of a lighter color and smaller boned. 
They are about the same as the buffaloes 
in the wild state and to be shipped will 
probably have to be placed in individual 
crates. The herd is 36 miles from a rail- 
road, and getting them from their home 
in the canyon valley will probably occupy 
two weeks. 

The beginning of the arrangement for the 


plans for caring for the 35,000 persons who 
will visit the “19” ranch in June was 
commenced today. Santa Fe officials are 
at the Miller ranch arranging for railroad 
facilities. All roads will run their trains 
into Biles over the Santa Fe from Guthrie. 
The amphitheater around the tract where 
the hunt will take place will be a mile and 
one-half long. The event will far outshad- 
ow the hunt which took place there last 
year, which was one given in commemora- 
tion of the ascension of Horse Chief as 
chief of the Ponca tribe. 

The hunt this vear will be historical in 
commemorating the severance of the tribal 
relations of the Ponca Indians and the 
allotment among the members of the tribe 
of all the lands. There will be 5000 Indians 
at the hunt, representatives from every 
tribe and nation in Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory and also from many of the tribes 
of the Dakotas and northern states. The 
celebration will also be a cowboy reunion, 
and’ will commemorate in a way the pass- 
ing of the cowboy and the welcome in his 
place of the plowboy. 


THREE CLASSES. OF 
STUDENTS, HE SAYS 


Chicago Professor Describes Them 
as Being Either Puritans, Bo- 
hemians or Philistines, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, April 15.—Dean W. D. Mce- 
Clintock, professor of English at the Chi- 
cago University, has classified college stu- 
dents for the benefit of the seniors at the 
chapel exercises. The dean told the stu- 
dents they were either Puritans, Bohe- 
mians or Philistines, or a combination of 
two. 

“In my years of experience as a teacher 
I have come to the conclusion that all stu- 
dents can be put into three classes. There 
are three dominant types of girls and 
youths from 17 to 20 years of age. They live 
either in Puritania, Bohemla or Philistinia. 
The inhabitants of Puritania are fastidious 
in their dress, they love their work for 
what they get cut of it, with no thought of 
a future reward. They have a high code of 
morals and live gucd, honest, conscientious 
lives, 

“The inhabitants of Bohemia are lovers 
of music and art. They are equally happy 
with the Puritans. They are pleasure-seek- 
ers, but more fickle than the other class. 
They feel little responsibility and put all 
burdens and thought of the morrow off 
onto the shoulders of an indefinite ‘they.’

SAN FRANCISCO, April 15.—California 
has an official bug-catcher in the person of 
George Compere of Los Angeles, who is a

him depends the finding of insects which 
ure the natural antagonists of the various 
pests which infest friut trees. 

* Bince 184 Compere has made three com- 
plete trips around the world In his search- 


In addition to being in the employ of 
California. Mrs. Compere holds a similar 
position in the province of West Australia 

The first trip of Mr. Compere was in 1899, 
when he went to Australia and to Asia in 
search of an insect which would destroy the 
red scale parasite, which was then ravag- 
ing the trees of California and ruining 


many orange crops. 

He was successful on this trip and ex- 
tended it further to include the Fiji Is- 
lands, finding, in addition to the remedy for 
red scale, many other varieties of insects 
which have proven of great value to che 
interests of the state. 

The next trip was to South America in 
search of a parasite which would destroy 
the fruit fly. which was infesti: the or- 
chards of the state. He secured the insects 
and brought a colony of them to this state, 
but they afterward died, and he is making 
another trip now to get more. He will also 
get a parfsite which will destroy the cod- 
ling moth, a most serious pest. It is esti- 
mated that at present mot more than # 
per cent of the apple crop of the state Is 
saved, but with the insect antagonist of the 
moth introduced it is hoped that at least 
%) per cent will be saved.

Of Portlands Finest Exhibits 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PORTLAND, Ore., April 15.—Portiand will 
have many interesting exhibits to show to 
the visitors to her great exposition, but 
none will be more interesting than George 
H. Williams, her mayor. 

If Dr. Osler’s theory is right, Mayor Wil- 
Hams should have been chloroformed 2 
years ago, but he is a living refutation of 
the doctrine that men are of no use to so- 
clety after they reach the age of 60. 

Mayor Williams is 82 years old and he 
works at his desk in the City Hall every 
day. 

Judge George H. Willlams was born in 
the quaint old Shaker. settlement of New 
Lebanon, N. Y. His struggle commenced in 
boyhood, but embracing every opportunity, 
he was admitted to the bar of New York 
when but 21 years of age. He came west- 
ward and settling at Fort Madison, Ia., 
was elected judge of the First Judicial dis- 
trict at the election immediately following 
the admission of the state into the Union. 

In 1852 he was appointed by President 
Buchanan as chief justice of the Oregon 
territory. He was an aggressive member 
of the constitutional committee and stood 
unflinchingly for an anti-slavery clause. 
His services were recognized by election to 
the United States Senate in 1864, a critical 
time in the history of the nation. It was 
Judge Williams who ihtroduced “the mili- 
tary reconstruction act’’ under which the 
confederate .states were reorganized and 
their representation readmitted to the 
houses of Congress. ‘The tenure of office 
act’’ was also from his pen. 

As a member of the joint high commis- 
sion appointed to settle the differences be- 
tween the United States and England his 
diplomacy was so farseeing and proved of 
such signal service to his country that 
President Grant tendered him a position in 
his cabinet as attorney-general. Gen. 
frant later recommended him for successor 
to Chief Justice Salmon P. Chase, but 
Judge Williams declined.

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The goif season in St. Louis is well un- 
der way and there are more followers and 
studerits of the game at the local Mnks 
than ever before. The lovers of the game 
deolare that in the visit of Walter J. Travis 
to Bermuda is to be found an inkling of 
his latest line of study in the game of 
golf. When the Ganien City golfer won 
the amateur championship of Great Brit- 
ain at Sandwich, the first time the title 
had been gained by a player from without 
the United Kingdom, there was a grand 
chorus among those whom he had despoiled 
that the victory was largely due to Travis’ 
“trick putter.” Travis is not to go across 
to defend the title next month, business 
stopping him, but his latest idea is a “trick 
driver” that the Britishers may have an 
opportunity to wonder at when next he 
makes the voyage over the big pond. 

This driver, as the putter was that made 
the sensation at Sandwich, is a reversion 
to an old club under modern modifica- 
tions in pattern. Travis’ putter on that 
memorable occasion was of the ‘flat, 
square, aluminum sort invented by Mr. 
Knight of the Mohawk Golf Club, which 
he borrowed from another American at 


Sandwich because he was not putting @well 
with the aluminum putter or somewhat 
Sanilar pattern in his own bag of clubs. 
This, by the way, is one of the traits of 
the present British and former (in three 
differert years) American amateur cham- 
pion. When Travis finds that he is going 
back in any one department of the game 
he tries a change of clubs, as an invalid 
seeks a tonic in change of air, and he 
keeps on trying until he gets a club trat 
brings back the accuracy that has been 
lacktng.

ant experiment. It is the use of & driver 
with an excessively long shaft.

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Constant. Punishment 
Ends Fighters’ Careers 


When Terry McGovern was in St. Louls 
for an hour last Thursday he denied em- 
phatically that he was in anything but 
the best of form, but nevertheless he 
shows some effects of his terrible ring ex- 
periences. 

Constant training, according to an expert, 
is not as effective in curtailing the career 
of a fighter as is the repeated punching he 
receives in the ring. In looking over fistic 
records of the past ten years or 50 the sci- 
entifie fighter—that is, the man who has 
the ability to avoid unnecessary punishment 
—has outlasted the aggressive, dashing 
pugilist who depends for success on taking 
two blows to get home one. The career 
of the bruiser who revels in being hit usual- 
ly averages from two to five years, while 
that of the scrapper who depends solely 
on his science to win is from five to ten 
 yaere in no boxer in the business today 
who is able to stand his rival's smashes 
as well as Joe Grim, the Italian middie- 
weight. Grim has been called athe iron man 
of the ring, and richly deserves the title, 
He has been fighting for about two years, 
and never engages in a contest that he is 
not the recipient of a beating that would 
make the ordinary man quake. Grim has 
not as yet displayed any signs of weak- 
ness, but it Is only a question of time when 
he will be forced to throw up the sponge 
and crv quits. 

Battling Nelson, the Dane, whose per- 


formances during the past Year have been / 


the object of much praise by sporting 
writers all over the country, is in the 
sarce class with Grim. His manner of as- 
similating punishment has not as yet been 
clearly defined. He can take a hard knock 
in the first round, and his energy does not 
show any signs of waning.

Jeffries did not hurt Fitz to any 
extent in either of their fights anti] he 
got home the deciding punch. 

Jim Corbett is rapidly approaching the 
“0-year mark, and yet only three years 
ago he met Jim Jeffries for his old title. 
For ten rounds he gave the champion bat- 
tle.

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Dodging the Meteor. 


Policeman’s Timely Awakening 
From Street Slumber Saves 
Him From Missile. 


PORTLAND, April 15. 
PORTLAND policeman stood on a 
A etreet corner thia morning placidly 
curling his ‘mustache with his 
thumb and forefinger, when suddenly he 
was startied by a frightful hissing sound 
and a sharp whack. Something passed 
within a few inches of his nose and hit 
the sidewalk with terrific force. The po- 
liceman jumped four feet into the air and 
came/ down sidewise, ten feet from the 
spot where he had been standing. Smoke 
and steam enveloped that spot. 

When the startled officer recovered and 
the smoke cleared away, he found that 
nobody had thrown a bomb to encompass 
his destruction. The hissing, sizzling mis- 
silc was mercly a meteorite that had 
dropped from the skies. When it cooled 
off, it was picked up and carefully pre- 
served, to be shown at the Lewis and Clark 
Exposition as a specia! exhibit from Mars, 
Jupiter, Uranus or some other planet which 
was not included in the general invitation 
to partécipate, on account of lack of trans- 
portation facilities and the fact that the 
rural mail routes have not been extended 
to the sister planets. 

“That thing missed me just about six 
inches,"’ said the policeman. 

“Now, if that had happened in St. 
Louts,”” remarked a bystander who was 
from Missouri, ‘it would have been con- 
sidered a public calamity.” 

“You mean if it had hit the policeman?” 
inquired an Oregonian. 

“No, if ft had missed him,” replied the 
Missourtan. 

Even the earth's sisters in the planetary 
system seem to have heard of the coming 
Exposition, as they are sending exhibits 
by lightning express on the Isaac Newton 
Gravitation Route. .

noted naval expert, has written his views 
for the Post-Dispatch and World on the 
prospect of a great naval battle being 
fought between the Russian and Japanese 
forces. 

“The Russian fleet evidently means to 
fight,’’ Mr. Wilson said,’ though the flect 
must be coaled before attempting to run 
to Viadivostok. 

The recoaling may be effected at some 
French port, in the Kwangehau Islands, in 
the China Sea or at some point on the 
Chinese coast, which has been seized from 
Japan. 

“The Japanese have the Russiari fleet ab- 
solutely located. It has been carefully 
watched by special agents of the Japanese 
navy. Because of this the Russians cannot 
surprise the Japanese fleet. 

Japan's first interest is not to fight an 
immediate, decisive battle, but to first 
weaken the Russians by skirmishing, tor- 
pedo and mine attacks, and by cutting off 
the transports and weak colliers which 
are uneble to keep in olose touch with 
the main part of the Russian fleet. 

The Russian battleships will only be en- 
gaged after a series of small, preliminary 
euccesses. 

“The battle will be fought at as long 
range as that of August 10. last, in an 
effort to injure the Russian ships and force 
them to take refuge in neutral bases, 
where they will be disarmed, rather than 
have them captured by the Japanese or de- 
etroyed. 

“These tactics are dictated by the in- 
feriority of Admiral Togo’s fleet in num- 
ber and quality cf battleships. Admiral 
Togo'’s element of superiority its in the 
greater speed, although this is not so great 
ae is commonly believed, as the Russians 
have attempted cleaning the bottoms of 
their ships by the means of divers. Another 
element of superiority possessed by Ad- 
miral Togo is the personnvl of his men. 
They are trained to the highest degree of 
perfection and have the incentive of fight- 
ing for liberty and home. 

“The real battle may not be expected for 
a week or ten days, although skirmishing 
between the fast vessels of the two fleets 
should begin today or tomorrow.”’

Mysterious Attack on Gastro Jar- 
dano, an Italia®& Who Is 
Dangerously Wounded. 


Five Men Suddely. Set Upon Him 
Without Warning—Mafia 
Work Suspected. 


While passing through a dark hallway at 
1216 North Sixth’ street at 10:10 last night 
Gastro Jardano, 48 years old, who arrived 
in St. Louls from Springfield, Mo., yester- 


whom stabbed him in the left breast with 
a gtilleto, inflicting a wound which the 
City Hospital physicians believe will prove 
fatal 

Jardano, when the murderous assault 0C- 
curred, was accompanied by his brother- 
in-law, Francesco Balrano, and Salvatore 
Dalia, and intended to ‘spend the night 
with a friend,-Cirduffo Climerito, who lives 


in the rear. of 1216 North Sixth. street. 


Jardano was in a critical condition when 
he reached the City Hospital and told @ 
disconnected story of the assault. 

His comypanions declared to Lieut. Mans- 
freld at the Carr Street station, thro 
an interpreter, that they were unacquaimnt- 
ed with the men whom they encountered 
in the hallway and who, they claim, were 
“canning”. beer with a young woman, clad 
in @ whitedress. 

‘Close questioning by the police developed 
that the assaflants of the Injured man had 
demanded money from Jardano, and when 
he refused, applied a vile epithet. 

Jardano, so Balramo and Dalia told the 

lice, told the men to mind their own 

usiness, whereupon the general assault 
began and then the stiletto was brought 
into action, 

There is considerable mystery _surround- 
ing the affair. About the nelghborhood 
where the trouble happened the utmost 
reticence prevailed among the Italian res- 


idents. 

The police have two theories; one that 
Jardano’s assailants were mere loafers 
who wanted to hold him up for money, 
the other’ that they held an old grudge 
against him and are possibly members 

the terridtle M@gfia, the Italian ban- 
a@itti society that as put to death so 
many of Jardano’s countrymen. 

At first Jardano’s companions, who were 
taken to the station house, tried to make 
it iy or that the men in the hallway were 
not Italians.

The police started out at midnight to 
round up every Age in the neighborhood 
who might possibly be able to throw light 
on the affair. 

Jardano came to America three years 
ago His brother-in-law, Balramo, has been 
here only 15 days. 

The two have been at work. as section 
hands on a railroad near Springfield, Mo.

Jardano had lived in St. Louis at inter- 
vals of two or three months during the 
past few vears, but if he had any enemies 
Cirduffo says he cannot imagine who they 
are.

hand. 

The run into the village was very pleas- 
ant.

He unsheathed kn.fe 
and ran his thumb along the keen edge. 
He pulled his rifle from its case and satis. 
fied himself that it was in perfect working 
order. 

After the President had left Newcastle 
the special train returned to Glenwood 
Springs, where Secretary Loeb has estab- 
lished headquarters. He will be in con- 
stant communication with Washington, and 
if the President is needed a courier will 
be sent after him at once. 

Any stories of physical encounters be- 
tween Mr. Roosevelt and his quarry may 
be taken with a rte Tem, with a barrel 
—of salt. The esident himself confi- 
dentially announced, before he left New- 
castle, that he has not the least idea of 
strangling a single wildcat with his bare 
hands. 

“I have always believed in you people,” 
said Mr. Roogevelt In his Newcastle speech. 
“I think this is going to be one of the 
sreatest states in the Union, not merely 
in material development, but in type of 
citizenship. 

“I congratulate Colorado on what it Is 
doing with its public schools, wpon its 
corps of teacherg and upon the steps taken 
to train the next generation aright. 

“IT believe in the mines, in irrigation and 
in stock ranches. But the real crop is the 
crop of children. If you raise that prop- 
erly all the other crops will take care 
of themselves.”’

“This act fixes maximum freight rates on 
car load lots and affects practically only 
farm products, covering grain, flour, salt, 
lime, lumber, livestock and agricultural] im- 
plements,"’ says the governor's accompany- 
ing message. ‘It is insisted that the rates 
in the bill are unreasonably low. I have 
given the bill careful consideration and 
have endeavored, in the limited time I 
have had, to ascertain whether it is just or 
not. 

“The Legislature has the right, under 
tho constitution, to provide reasonable max- 
imum rates If the rates so fixed are un- 
reasonable they cannot be enforced under 
the law. The railroads are entitled to re- 
ceive from the public a reasonable profit 
upon.the capitel invested in the business in 
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are required to store freight a reasonable 
time after reaching the point of destina- 
tion, which time is now fixed at 48 hours. 
It does not seem just to require freight to 
be stored free of charge for the length of 
time provided by this measure. There is 
mo more reagon why they should be re- 
quired to store goods and assume the re- 
sonsibility for an unreasonable time free 
of charge than other warehousemen. They 
might as well be required to board pass- 
engers for a week after they reach their 
sestination as to keep freight free for that 
Tre.

Their Drayage Company, Says 
Vice-President Smith, If Ruling 
Is Affirmed. 


REOOGNITION ONLY FOR 
REGULAR COMMON CARRIER 


Arrangement Through Private 
Companies Designed to Give 
Firm Advantage Over Competi- 
tor, Is View of Interstate Com- 
merce Company. 


The ruling of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to the effect that drayage 
companies, not classed as common carriers, 
are not entitied to receive concessions or 
rebates as compensation for hauling goods 
between St. Louls and East S8&t. Louis. 
Granite City and other terminal points on 
the Bast side of the river, has not yet been 
received by 8t. Louis firms, which now 
have this traffic arrangement in operation. 

Among other large St. Louls concerns 
affegted by the decision is the Simmons 

Co. This company, through 8. 
F. Pryor, ite traffic manager, organized a 
year ago a company known as the Eclipse 
Drayage Co. 

The capital stock of the Eclipse Co. is 
$2000, divided into 20 shares, Mr. Pryor 
testified that he holds eighteen of these 
shares, the remaining two twing held by 
L. 8. Hassiam and A. H. Richardson, also 
employes of the Bimmons Co. 

Mr. Pryor testified before the commission 
that $2000 was not sufficient to buy the 
teams for the Eclipse Co. and that the 
equipment hed been leased from ihe Sim- 
mons Hardware Co. 

He said the Eclipse Co. made no effort 
to secure outside business and the reason 
for ite organization was to secure a stand- 
ing with the railroad companies to permit 
the expediting of freight. 

Tt appears the railroad companies al- 
lowed the Eclivse Han'line Co the same 
rate for trensferring goods across the river 
as is accorded the St. Louis Transfer Co., 
Columbia Transfer Co. and other similar 
corporations classed as common carriers. 

The supposed intent of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's decision is to pre- 
vent individual firms from exercising the 
right to establish transfer companies for 
thofr own exclusive use, thus avoiding ¢is- 
criminatione in their favof to the possible 
injury to competitors. ware"

Capt. Johnson received the 
complaints and after making a careful 
consideration of the matter for nearly a 
week returned the charges to Chief Kiely, 
recommending that they be filed away 
with other papers of a similar nature for 
the reason, he stated, that his investiga- 
tions showed that at the time the asea ult 
was said to have taken place, Henry 
Schmidt was carrying @ revolver. 

In accordance with the recommendation 
of Capt. Johnson Chief Kiely filed the 
papers.

in order to attain its end.

The two most popular races in the East, 
by long odds are the Brooklyn and 
(Suburigan handicaps. The distance, of 
the two races is the same, 1\% miles, their 


gross value is about equal, and ag a gen- 
eral rule the same class of horses meet in 
both events. Publicsentiment, however, has 
decreed that there is more glory attached 
to the Suburbans, and hence it is called the 
“Blue Ribbon’’ of the Metropolitan turf. In 
point of age the Suburban is the more 
time-honored, having been inaugurated in 
1884, three years prior to the Brooklyn. 
It was also in 18M that the first Ameri- 
can Derby was run at Washington Park, 
and these two events are landmarks in 
the history of the racing game in the 
United States. From a monetary stand- 
point they are completely overshadowed by 
the Futurity, but to the avearge turf fol- 
lower they are of far greater interest. 
The Suburban is decided in June, when 
the racing season is at its apex, and when 
the thoroughbreds are good and fit for a 
spectacular battle. 

The Suburban of 1834, which was the 
inaugural one, was run over a slow track 
and was captured by Gen. Monroe, War 
Eagle second and Jack of Hearts third. The 
gross value of the stake that year was 
less than $5000. 

In 1885 Pontiac (imp.) won from Rioh- 
mond and Rtaaplan. Pontiac subsequently 
distinguished himself in Dngiand. He was 
a game horse, but his racing career was 
comparatively brief. 

The Suburban of 1886 was won by a 
good horse, Trowbadour, with Richmond 
again second and Savanac third. Trowba- 
dour’s progeny have since won many val- 
uable races on the turf. Eurus was the 
victor in 1887, followed home by Orifiamme 
and WtUckham in the order hamed.

In ‘'Blue Ribbon’’ of the Turf Historic Thoroughbreds, Have 
Contested—History of the Race From Its In- 
auguration in 1884.

Raceland—commonly known as “Old 
Bones,"" was first past the post in 1889, 
with Terra Cotta again second gna the er- 
ratic Gorgo third. Raceland was the prop- 
erty of Joe Ullman, well known in the 
sporting world, and he was purchased as 
a yearling for the insignificant sum of 
$175. This gallant thoroughbred was a 
cripple, almost all his life, but when in ac- 
tion he forgot his troubles, and it was 
seldom that he failed to land any prize he 
was sent after. He was a good investment 
for Ullman, as he stands fourth in the 
list of the biggest winners on the Amer- 
ican turf, having placed $122,000 to his 
credit, 


The immortal Salvator, king of Ameri- 
can thoroughbreds, annexed the prize in 
189, with Cassius se@nd and the mighty 
Tenny third. Salvator was bred by J. B. 
Haggin, the Nestor of the turf. and he 
is universally conceded to be the fastest 
horse which the country ever produced. 
He holds the American record for a mile, 
1:35%. 

Loantaka, an uncertain performer, sur- 
prised his friends as well as the public, 
by his victory in 1891. Major Domo ran 
second to him with Cassius again ‘‘in the 
money.’’

United Railways Bars 4000 Em- 
ployes From Saloon or Tracks 
—Penalty Is Discharge. 


RULE FOR SAKE OF SAFETY 


Frequenters of Such Places Can’t 
Be Trusted With Lives or 
Money, Says Manager. 


Those of the 409% motormen, conductors 
end other employes of the United Railways 
©o. who have heretofore sought some of 
the joys of life at saloons and the race- 
track must hereafter find their fun else- 
where or lose their positions. 

This is the substance of the order issued 
yesterday by the management of the com- 
pany. In a special notice to employes, 
Capt. Robert McCulloch, vice-president and 
Seneral manager, says, under the heading. 
“Gamblers and liquor drinkers should not 
engage in street ratlway work:"’ 

“If employes of this company choose to 
frequent saloons, either on or off duty, 
or attend the races or other gambling 
places, rooms or resorts, they are exercis- 
ing a right which cannot be denied them. 
but they cannot remain in the service of 
the company.” 

Capt. McCulloch says the rule will be 
enforced. He says this does not mean that 
immediate disch: inge will be the lot of any 
United Railways Co. employe who makes 
a bet on a horse race or takes a drink In 
@ saloon, but that “latitude is left for the 
exercise of reasonable and proper diecre- 
tion, and for the application of different 


penalties in different cases,” 

“Our object,”’ says Capt. Mé@éCulloch, ‘“‘is 
to have men in our employ who will take 
the best of care of the wives and children 
of the men of St. Louls who are committed 
to our care. They are entitied to the beet 
of care, and it is our duty to give it ‘to 


“Many saloons are also gambling places. 
and the man who frequents gambling 
places is not the man you want to handle 
your money. 

“Saloons and race tracks are so terribly 
Gemoralizing that their effects if they are 
visited by men when they are of? duty 
extend to their acts when they are on duty. 

“The men in visiting these places are 
exercising an undoubted personal privilege. 
but the company has the corresponding 

Ppysiege of dispensing with their services 
f ita own best interests and the best in- 
terests of its patrons seem to demand it. 

“IT know from bitter and long experience 
that the men who visit saloons and race- 
tracks.are not the fit men to take care 
of the women and children who ride on 
etre-t nor to handle other people's 


money.

H. Clay Pierce’s present assessment was

The total assessment on real estate and 
personal property is the largest in the his- 
tory of the city, exceeding that of last year 
by $9,896,000, which speaks well for the 
growth of the city, as well as the perfect 
system of assessment prevailing in this 
city. Assessor O’Brien states that this in- 
crease is made up principally of franchise 
asseasments, new buildings which have 
been built since the last assessment and in- 
creases in the business section of the city. 
He says that the assessments have been re- 
duced in many of the poorer sections of the 
city, where the property has been decreas- 
ing in value and where the improvements 
are old and not adapted to their present 


locations. 

The principal rea] estate increases were 
made in the Fifth and Tenth districts. The 
Afth district is in the central or business 
section of the city, lying between the river 
and Sarah street and from Clark avenue 
and Lucas avenue. The increase in this 
dietrict amounts to $2,750,000, 

The Tenth district ‘comprises the fashion- 
able West End district from Sarah street 
west to city limits and from Tower Grove 
Park north to Finney avenue. In this dis- 
trict are many of the finest residences of 
the city. as well as mostly all of the first- 
class West End hotels and apartment 
houses. The increase in this istrict 

amounts to $2,780,000. The assessed vaiuation 
of real estate in this city represents about 
70 per cent of its actual cash value. 


Rates of Taxation. 

The rate of taxation for this year will 
be the same as last year, as neither the 
state nor school board will make any 
change. The city rate is $1.47, school 5 
cents and state 17 cents, making a botal 
of $2.19 per $100 valuation. 

The members of the board before ad- 
journing complimented President O’Brien 
on the efficient system employed in the 
assessor's office. They also complimented 
Secretary Joseph B. Ryan and Sergeant- 
at-Arms M. J. Hannon on the satisfactory

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Rudolph’s Own Story 
of Schumachers Death 


(Dictated to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
by Rudolph at the jail, sizned by Ru- 
dolph after written and O K’d tn proof 
by him.) 

Here, for the first time, I tell the events 
that preceded the killing of Schumacher, 
the Pinkerton detective, at the house of 
Frank Rudolph near Stanton, Mo. 


At 10:30 o’clock on the morning of Jan. 
“A, 1903, George Co.lins and I were sitting 
by the stove in the sitting room, which was 
the second room from the north end of th« 
house, In the room were my mother and 
two sisters, Esther and Nellie, and George 
Harms, a neighbor. Frank Rudolph was 
in the blacksmith shop, a short distance 
north of the house. So far as I knew these 
were the only persons within a couple of 
miles of the house at the time. George 
Harms left the house by a door on the east 
side and went to the lacksmith shop. 
Collins and I continued to sit beside the 
stove talking. 


My sister Esther, who was looking out 
of the window, suddenly uttered an excla- 
mation of surprise and alarm and called 
me. 

I went to her side and saw at a dis- 
tance of 70 or 8 yards four men dis- 
guised as hunters, coming at a brisk walk 
out of the woods on the west. They were 
all armed, and I looked them over care- 
fully to determine if I knew them. But 
they were all strangers to me. 

I believed that the Approaching men 
were “white caps,”’ of which there are or 
were & great many in Franklin County. I 
had been away from home and thought, 
having learned of my return, they had 
come to attack me on account of some past 
grievance. Not one of them bore any 
sign of office: no star or badge or any- 
thing of the sort, and I did not think for 
& moment they were law officers. 

The four men came on rapidly, almost 
at a run, and when about 2% yards from 
the house they separated into pairs. Two 
went to the second door from the north 
end on the west side of the house. The 
other two went to the north door on the 
same side.

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My mother and sisters naturally were 
terrified by the behavior of the strangers, 
which I could not explain to them, and I 
hurried them to the cellar steps and,

The only thought In my mind at the 
time was to defend my home from what 
I belleved to be a band of “white caps.” 

I turned to Collins and said: “Let us go 
out and find what those men want.”’ 

He nodded, and we ran into an adjoin- 
ing bedroom, where I kept my gun. / 
Meantime the beating and kicking on 
the doors had redoubled in violence. 

We grabbed up our guns—that is revolv- 
ers—ran throvgh a vacant room and 
stepped out of the south door on the west 
side. 

“Hold up your hands! What do you fel- 
lows want?” I shouted. 

Up went the hands of three, but one 
of the men nearest the corner ran, turned 
and fired his shot gun. Some of the 
buckshot struck Collins In the head and 
he went down. 

The man nearest me, who, I found out 
Inter was Schumacher, the detective, had 
his hands up, holding his gun in a hort- 
zontal position above his head in both 
hands. 

At the (fnetant Collins was struck I 
saw thie man (Schumacher) tip the gun 
down toward me, and as I saw the gun 
come down I fell to my knees and a 
charge of buckshot cut the air over my 
head. Had I not ducked I would have 
got it In the chest and neck. 


TI began shooting. Collins h-d recovered 
and was shooting also. o8 were Tichenor 
and Vedder. 

“Vedder ran, and we skipped after him.

ago as the facts become known 
| regarding the visit of the Phil- 
ippine Scoutg to St. Louis. That these colored in- 
dividuals should have been received here on terms 
of social equality by the whites was at first re- 
garded as a huge joke. But now, as hundreds of 
photographs taken in St. Louis, showing scouts 
and members of the constabulary in affectionate 
attitudes with white girls of apparent respecta- 
bility and position, are finding their way into cir- 
culation in the Philippines, the Americans there 
say i ts apparent that a big mistake was made 
which will create a racial question of the first im- 
portance. These photographs, some of which are 
reproduced for the edification of St. Louisans to- 
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day, were sent by the Filipinos to their homes. 
There they are being displayed as proof that Fili- 
pinos are received by ‘‘the North Americans’’ as 
equals, if not as superiors. 

Filipinos were afraid that colored people were 
not regarded as the equals of the whites. but now 
they know differently, for West End girls in St. 
Louis have not "hesitated to be photographed 
with Negritos, Moros, Igorrotes, Mohammedans. 
Bontocs and other queer-colored citizens who ap- 
parently have a high place in their affections. 
This is equality with a vengeance, ‘benevolent 
assimilation’’ in fact as well as in name. There 
is rejoicing at this discovery among the wild tribes 
of the Philippines, for whom Uncle Sam paid $2 
a head. All other white races in the Orient have 
not failed hitherto to show their contempt for 
‘‘natives,”’ but now the Filipinos know where 
they are at home. Americans in the Philippines 
say these photographs taken in St. Louis will do 


more than any other one thing to make their posi- 


tion there unbearable.

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SENSA TI ONAL HISTORIC RISES IN VAL UE OF SECURITIES 


HE history of sensational rises in the value of shares 
is a very fasciuating subject, and seldom, perhaps, 


has any company had a more romantic story than 


that of the Premier Diamond Mine. in which a colossal 


stone, the value of which is said to be fabulous, was recent- 
ly discovered. , 

This company was only registered in 1902, vet $5 shares 
—or the equivalent parts into which they have just been 
split—are today worth over $440 each. That is to say, 
a man who about two years ago held 100 shares in the 
company could sell them today for nearly $45,000, while a 
modest investment of $5000 then would have purchased 
a property which it is now estimated will produce an income 
of $50,000 per annum, since, in the judgment of the experi- 
enced in these matters, based on results achieved during 
the past two years, the company will be able to earn on its 
capital of $400,000 dividends of $10,000,000 per annum, after 
providing out of profits for development and equipment, 60 
per cent of these dividends going to the government and 
40 per cent to the shareholders. 

Put in another way, the farm Elandsfontein, which before 
the war was offered for $125,000, and actually sold by its 
proprietor, Joachim Prinsloo, to Mr. Cullinan, now chair- 
man of the Premier Diamond Co., in the autumn of 1902 
for $275,000, is today worth—according to market valua- 
tion—$80,000,000. The differing temperament of the old and 
the new controllers of the Transvaa] is shown by the fact 
that the sale took place without a spade being put in the 
ground to test it. No prospecting would Oom Joachim al- 
low; and the mining man paid his money solely on what he 
could see as he stood on the ground. Well have his judg- 
ment and enterprise been rewarded! 

There have, of course, been many instances of notable 
rises of price in mines and in other securities, and of sensa- 
tional falls as well; but in not many cases on so large 
a scale. Thus at the present time the quotation for a 
Queensland mine, with the much qualified title of “No. 2 
South Great Eastern Gold Mining Co., Limited,” stands at 
the astonishing premium of 11,000 per cent, and has within 
& year or two been $2250, which is no less than 27,000 
per cent above its nominal or par value of 8 cents per 
share, But in this case the whole capital of the conipany 
is only $12,000, and is in the hands of a comparatively few 
people. 

Much better known are such cases as that of the Golden 
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Broker Tells the Difference Between 
Gambling and Investment -~ Actual 
Security” Is Sold and Delivered in 
Legitimate Transactions.

For that one slip of paper, therefore, the old lady received 
$100,000 and returned home rejoicing, as well she might. 
Nor have the purchasers had cause to grumble, for the 
dividends paid by the mine ever since have been sufficient 
to yield well over 6 per cent on the outlay, 

Other familiar names in this connection 
gan, the “Golden Mountain,” which for ten years paid a 
regular 12 cents per month on each of its million $5 shares; 
Mysore, which for nearly ten years has ste 
100 to 150 per cent. 

Perhaps the most sensational movement in prices, affect- 
ing as it did so many people on both sides of the Atlantic, 
was that in May, 1901, caused by the efforts of two Ameri- 
can railway magnates, each backed by a great banking 
house, to obtain or keep control of the Northern Packie 
Railroad. They not only swept the market bare of stock. 
but they bought more stock than existed; people had “sold 
short,” or gone a “bear,” that is, contracted to sell, though 
when they made the bargain they had no stock, but iaeal 
ed to get it, somehow, cheaper than they had sold i and 
so make a profit.

Three people, or four at the very most, can be useful 
in a case like this, and the others will be showing a finer 
courtesy and more good feeling by paying as little notice

The first aid to a woman who begins to feel faint is 
rendered by her leaning forward as far as possible, bending 
ner head down on a level with her knees. This draws the 
blood away from the heart and will often stop the fainting 
spell from coming on. :

bed. Then he sat in his easy chair and in three months 
cut $3000 worth of mushrooms from the bed he had 
planted. Monsieur Pinet is an unskilled laborer. He 
might, if he had good luck, have earned $45 a month dur- 
ing the three months he spent cutting $50 a day worth of 
fungi from his mushroom bed. 

Monsieur Pinet now has three mushroom beds maturing 
in the deserted vaults of the old Liberty brewery at 2500 
Dodier street. From them he expects to take enough 
mushrooms in the next three months to buy all the long 
loaves of bread that the Pinet family will consume in 
years.

With a simple contrivance a 
per@on can read his own pulse and the 
pulses of al) his friends. 
|The materials needed are «a good-sized 


cork, a match etick, a shoe button. a card, 
& quill toothpick, or qu.!l pen and two pina. 

In the top of the cork out of a square 
groove or furrow u little wider and deeper 
than the shoe button. Whittle down one 
end of the stick and fit the eye of the shoe 
button on it.. Place this end of the stick 
in the groove and thrust a pin through the 
stick and the cork on both sides so that 
the stick can turn on the pins, like a pump- 
handle. 

Cut a long, thin. sliver of quill. sharpen 
one end to a fine point and fasten the 
other end to the free end of the stick with 
give or sealing wax. 

Cut a broader strip of quill, something 
longer than the cork. Pin one end of it 
to the bottom of the cork, and bend it so 
that you can Insert the other end into the 
groove under the button.
